WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. 
The action of congress in broaden- 
ing the social security program to 
take care of the family as well as 
the individual worker will mean 
the distribution of federal social 
insurance benefits next year to 
about 400,000 wives, widows and 
orphans. 


Th'e new social security benefits 


will be based on the retirement an- 
nuity of the family's wage earner 
receies, or would have received, 
if he had lived, 
lived. 
. 
* 
In preparation for the first pay- 


off of old age Insurance and sur- 
vivors benefits in 1940, the social 
security board has estimated that 
benefit claims will 
be 
received 


from 125,000 wives aged 65 or 
more; 20,000 widows 65 or older; 
78,000 younger widows, and 194,000 
children up to 16 years .of age, or 
18 if they remain in school, 
The board estimated, too, that 
10,000 dependent parents, sole sur- 
vivors of insured workers, would 
file claims during the year. Wid- 
owers also are entitled to benefits 
under certain conditions, 
The law imposes three alternate 
limitations tp keep the 
monthly 
benefits to one family within the 
limits of a maximum $85. It pro- 
vides that the total shall be no 
greater than $85, or more than 
twice .a worker's primary benefit, 
or more than 80 per cent of the 
average monthly wage. 
A wife and her children 
are 
each entitled to supplemental bene- 
fits equal to one-half 
the hus- 
band's primary benefit, and 
a 


widow's share is three-fourths. 
Here is the way benefits are 


computed: 
Mr. A, an Insured factory work- 
er, dies, leaving a young widow 
and two children. His earnings 
at the time of his death were suf- 
ficient to provide a monthly bene- 
fit- of $24 had he lived.

Erzincan Area Alone 


ANKARA, Turkey, Dec. 28.—OP)—Officials announc- 


ed today 42,000 persons were killed or injured in the 
region of Erzincan 
alone in yesterday's Anatolian 


earthquake. 


New tremors shook Anatolia today while a blizzard 


and fierce winds increased the suffering of hundreds of 
thousands of homeless. 


A heavy storm raged along the Black Sea coast, 


tearing ships loose from moorings and battering down 
seaside homes. 


With the temperature 22 degrees below zero (fahr- 


enheit), many of thousands of earthquake Survivors who 
had fled to fields were frozen to death, according .to 
spaice reports reaching Ankara officials. 


Erzincan is a vilayet, or province, in the extreme 


east of Turkey on the Armenian border. 


(The Statesmen's Yearbook gave Erzincan's 1935 


population as 157,344. The city of Erzincan had a pop- 
ulation of about 40,000). 


Erzincan is about 350 miles east of Ankara 
and 


about 200 miles east of Sivas and Samsun, in the area 
which earlier reports had indicated was hardest hit. 


Before the report on the Erzincan district 
reach- 


ed Ankara, an unofficial estimate had given the nunv 
bcr killed or injured yesterday in Anatola as 9,000. 


It was feared the death toll* 


would mount as survivors of the 
quakes faced the dangers of ex- 
posure, lack of proper medical 
attention and

Some Killed In Sleep.

Fires swept many Inhabitations 
which had withstood the earth 
shocks, forcing many into the 
open where exposure carried the 
risk of widespread Illnesses. 
Food and pure water supplies 
were scanty. 
Cities and Villages Demolished. 
Twelve cities ranging in popu- 
ation from 12.000 to 40,000, and 
50 villages were said to have 
jeen demolished. In the city of 
Tokat alone, 9S3 persons were re- 
ported killed and 443 Injured. 
Dwellings were shaken down 
on the sleeping occupants. 
Erzincan, a city of 40,000 lay 


In flaming ruins. 
Every 
large 


building had collapsed, Including 
a largo military barracks where 
all the officers, 90 cadets and a 
large number of soldiers were 
killed.

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 28,—(/P) 
Discovery of relics thought 
to 
date back 20,000 to 25,000 years 
has Increased evidence that man 
was 
contemporaneous in North 
America with the mastodon and 
other animals now extinct. 
Dr. E. H. Sellards of the Tex- 
as Bureau of Economic Geology, 
at the opening session of the 
Geological Society of America and 
three associated organizations to- 
day announced finding such rel- 
ics as 
flint 
spearheads, 
hide 
scrapers and the like. 
"The relics," said Dr. Sellards, 
"were 
found 
in , terraces of 
a 
stream flowing through the E, 
H. Buckner ranch in Bee coun- 
ty, Texas.j In tha same deposit* 


were found remains of elephant, 
mastodon and horse. 
"The elephant is the Columbian 
elephant which was abundant In 
that region of Texas in relatively 
late Geologic time; the mastodon 
is the American variety which in 
earlier time ranged widely over 
the continent and the horse is re- 
lated- to the modern animal, but 
had become extinct before Euro- 
peans came to this continent. 
"The relics found on the Buck- 


ner ranch gave further proof of 
man's association with these an- 
imals,' he said,

Christmas season have dropped to 
the lowest point since the begin- 
ning of the present conflict.

showed that only two vessels are 
known to have

destroyed 


since last Friday. They were the 
British freighter Stantolme, 2,473 
gross tons, torpedoed Christmas 
day with the loss of 14 lives and 
the Norwegian wooden freighter 
Torwood, 2254 tons, which exploded 
in the North Sea after colliding 
with an unidentified submarine. 
The known toll of the war to 
date shows that 269 ships with a 
gross tonnage of 894,322 tons have 
been destroyed. At least 2,179 per- 
sons have been killed or drowned.

.SEISMOLOGIST SAYS 


DR. WM. LYNCH OF FORp. 
HAM UNIVERSITY SAYS MANY 


QUAKES COINCIDENCE 


NEW YORK, Deo. 28.—(/P>-A 
series of temblors shaking 
the 
earth's 
surface 
in 
widely-scat- 
tered locales—notably in Turkey, 
Southern California, South Am- 
erica and South Africa—loft Dr. 
William A. Lynch, Fordham Uni- 
versity 
seismologist, without 
a 
ripple of alarm today. 


"It's not the end of the world 
—yet," he chuckled, reassurlng- 


"All these quakes are entirely 
independent. Tney 
don't 
mean 
that the earth is • breaking up, 
and it's merely a coincidence that 
such 
severe 
temblors 
should 
strike at the same time." 
Dr. Lynch said quakes occur- 
red regularly along the 'earth's 
major fault linos, and he cited 
the estimate of Beno Gutenberg, 
seismologist of the California In- 
stitute of Technology, at Pasa- 
dena, that 
there 
are 
100,000 
quakes, big and little, every year. 
"The vast majority are never 
noticed," he said, "because WB 
have so few seismograph stations. 
The Fordham 
scientist 
said 
there was "no particular explan- 
ation" for the quakes occurring 
within a 24-hour period. 
"Earthquakes are not periodic. 
They are random sort of affairs, 
and we cannot. predict 
them," 
he said.

It has witnessed a 
vast breakdown in world states- 
manship. It has brought wide war 
to a war-hating world. It has seen 
the collapse of national programs 
and panaceas, Communism and 
Nazism have been revealed as the 
shoddy cloaks of sordid and ambi-

dictators. 
Utopian 
social 
projects In North America have 
been rejected as impractical and 
futile. No great leader of men has 
arisen anywhere in the world. A 
tragic impotency has afflicted the 
leaders of the churches. 


Truly, the outlook would be dark, 
were we confined to the factors 
mentioned, Yet our very despera- 
tion is driving mankind to a fresh

gency. I shall quote later some 
sample expressions of great men.

School Lessons upon Jesus 
and 
His teachings—are turning wist- 
fully to the Leader, who, two thou- 
sand years ago, 
came 
bringing 


fresh tidings of the good will of 
Qod for mankind. 
To these has come the convic- 


tion that our destiny 
is 
either 
Christ or chaos. 


Only A Carpenter 


Rejected by His own neighbors 
as merely a carpenter, one of the 
common crowd of worklngmen, Je- 
sus Is today seen In new light, be- 
cause of this very humbleness of 
His life. The social consciousness 
of today wants as leader no prlde- 
ful artistocrat, no vaunting dicta- 
tor, no strutting tmperallst, but 
one close to the hearts and lives 
of ordinary men and women. Only 
a deep understanding of the plain 
folk of the world can qualify the 
day's Deliver for whom we all 
await. 


Our world has tried everything 
else—material progress, pleasure- 
seeking luxurious living, lawless-

Words of the Wise

in the wholesale collapse of build- 
Ings met a more grueiome rate 
when they were trapped by fires 
which spread quickly In the strlck- 
en area. 


Whole villages were turned Into 
vast funeral pyrei. 


Screams of the trapped women 
and children mingled with the dull 
roar of crumbling masonry, the 
crash of breaking glass, and si- 
rens of ambulances and fire en- 
gines. 


The lack of apparatus to fight 
hundreds of fires which still were 
burning frustrated attempts to re- 
cover bodies or to check the ex- 
tent of casualties accurately. 


Communication Cut Off. 


Many towns and villages 
still 
were cut off entirely from the out- 
side world by the wrecking of 
communication facilities. 


In the crowded sections of cities 
the streets were strewn with bod- 
ies of persons killed by falling 
debris. 


Whole families were burled In 


their beds under tons of wreck- 
age. 


Others were burned to death as 
they attempted to escape from 
flaming buildings. Many who os- 
escaped unhurt In 
their 
night, 


clothes Into the bitter winter night 
already weer seriously 111 from ex- 
posure. 


Authorities prepared for an ex-

President Ismet Inonu Interrupt- 
ed a tour of the country to rush 
to the disaster area and take per- 
sonal charge of the hastily mobi- 
lized relief organizations.

When 
the widow reaches 65, her three- 
fourths benefit will be resumed if 
she has not married again. 


In the case of Mr. B, who died 


after seven years of employment 
under the act at an average of 
$250 a month, his primary benefit 
ft figured at $42.80. 
Entitled to Three-Fourths 


His widow is entitled to three- 


fourths of this amount, or $32.10. 
Each of his three minor children 
la entitled to $21.40. The family 
benefit 
thus 
aggregates 
$96.30. 


Under the law, the monthly check 
In this instance must be held to 
$85, 
each recipient being reduced 


proportionately.. 


In another case, Mr. C Is en- 


titled at 65 to a primary Insur- 
ance benefit of $25.50 on the basis 
of a $100 average monthly wage, 
His wife at • 65 is entitled to an 
amount equal to half his benefit, 
or $12,75. Each of his two minor 
children is entitled to $12.75A. The 
total monthly benefit thus adds up 
to $63.75. 
It does not exceed the $85 limi- 


tation, nor the 80 per cent of the 
monthly wage 
limitation. How- 


ever, twice the primary monthly 
benefit is $51, and the third of the 
three limitations dperate in this 
case to reduce the monthly check 
from $63.75 to $51. 
In the case of Mr. D, who aver- 


aged $50 a month for six years, 
his primary benefit at the time of 
his death Is $21.20. His widow be- 
comes entitled to a monthly bene- 
tlt of $15.90 and his three minor 
children, $10.60 each. 
The total 


would be $47.70. 
Twice the primary benefit In 


this case amounts to $42.40 and 80 
per cent of the average monthly 
wage Is $40. Two of the three lim- 
itations operate in this case, and 
the law provides that the least 
amount must be paid. Hence the 
benefits for Mr. D's survivors will 
be reduced to $40 a month. 


The minimum payable under the

nn odd fact turned up about this 
Coronary piping system. In some 
persons the pipes delivered more 
blood to the left side than to 
the right, In others more to the 
right, and in a third group were 
evenly 
balanced. 


The third group, 34 per cent 


of the population, Is the least 
likely to

trouble. The 
right-sided hearts, 


making up 48 per cent, are not 
badly

Cannot Rely on Hitler 


On October 12 of 
this 
year, 


British Premier Chamberlain said 
in the course of his reply to Herr 
Hitler's peace terms: 


"This repeated disregard of his 


(Hitler's) word and these sudden 
reversals of policy bring me to 
the fundamental difficulty In deal- 
ing with the wider proposals in 
the German chancellor's speech. 


"The plain truth is that, after 


our past experience, it is no longer 
possible to rely upon the unsup- 
ported word of the present Ger- 
man government." 


I particularly call your atten- 


tion to Chamberlain's characteri- 
zation of the lack of faith in the 
"present" German government as a 
"fundamental difficulty." 
This Is 


a most cogent reminder that the 
allies are hoping to "crush Hlt- 
lerism" by causing a political up- 
heaval In Germany to overthrow 
the nazl regime.

SCIENTISTS SUGGEST BYRD 
SCATTER COAL DUST OVER 


ARCTIC REGION

ard E. Byrd experiment with the 
heat-genoratlng powers of the sun 
by scattering coal 
dust 
from 


Antarctic mines over the South 


Pole regions was made here to- 
day. 


In a report before the Ameri- 


can Meteorological Society, meet- 
Ing In conjunction with the Am- 
erican 
Association .for the Ad- 


vancement of Science, Dr. Helmut 
Landsberg, of Pennsylvania State 
College, declared that coal dust 
in a film one-fiftieth of an Inch 
thick would absorb 90 per cent 
of the sun's rays. Ice itself ab- 
sorbs only 10 per cent of 
the 
sun's radiation, reflecting away 
the other 90 per cent. 


While the Idea may seem fan- 
tastic when applied to the Polar 
regions It would make an .ex- 
cellent experiment to add to the 
sclentifio work of the Byrd ex- 
pedition now en route to Little 
America, he declared, and on a 
small scale It has proved practi- 
cal. 


Testa On Ice Blocks. 
Blocks of ice covered with coal 


dust on an average winter day 


melted entirely within four hours 
while 
uncovered 
blocks 
ahrank 
only 16 per cent.
